Barracks here, w h e re Uncle Sam sends 
the “ bad boys of th e a rm y , ” is sh o w ­ 
ing th e effects of th e war. 
Despite 
the fact th a t th e 
arm y has 
been 
nearl y doubled in size 
and a large 
p art of th e N ational Guard Is in fed­ 
eral service, the n u m b e r of inmates 
is steadily decreasing, due both to 
th e fact th a t w ith a chance to do 
some real fighting, th e men are more 
careful of th eir behavior, and to the 
desire of the men in the barrack s to 
quickly take their places back in the 
ranks. 
As a result, th e efforts of the in ­ 
mates of the 
b a rr a c k s to win 
the 
coveted ord er of “ restoraton to d u ty , ’ 
has put the morale of the barracks 
at its highest point. 
Mean time, however, with an arm y 
increased from 125,000 to nearly 1,- 
000,000 as it will be by the time the 
nati on al arm y is o rganized— the War 
D ep artm en t figures th a t th ere will be 
(increase of only 50 per cent in the 


i n u m b e r of men sent to the barracks 
to be reformed. 
T wo hun d red men 
j now compose the gu a rd at the bar- 
' racks, an d this n u m b e r has been o r­ 
dered Increased to 300. 
Part of these 
men do g u ard d u ty and p a rt act as 
drillmasters. 
The only men who are held stric t­ 
ly u n d e r g uard a re those who, after 
i a p relim in ary trial, are held to 
be 
wo rthless and p u t in separate classes, 
¡held until thei r sentences have ex- 
| pired, and then discharged from the 
ar m y w ith o u t honor. 
Out of some 
1500 men in the barracks, there are 
less th a n 300 in this class.
